Total  shipnents  of  apples  from  Australia  and  Hew  Zealand  .vill 
probably  be  more  than  double  those  of  last  year  and  .vill  lively  exceed 
the  record  exports  of  1928,  .vhen  agg^egate  shipments  reached  nearly 
5,000,000  boxes,  according  to  reports  of  the  Empire  I.Iar t i ng  Board. 
So  far  as  competition  v;ith  late  .shipments  of  American  cold  storage 
apples  is  concerned,  it  appears  that  the  situation  this  spring  •.vill  be 
similar  to  that  in  1928.     In  t}:at  season  Australia  end  ITev  Zealaiid 
apples  arrived  in  Europe  earlier  than  usual  in  large  quantities  and 
left  little  room  for  American  apples  after  the  first  of  April. 

The  exports  from  lie  v  Zealand  are  expected  to  be  around  1,200,000 
boxes  or  over  t.vice  as  large  -is  either  of  the  past  t.vo  seasons.  In 
Australia  the  greatest  increase  is  expected  to  be  from  Tasmania  .7hich 
is  estimated  to  have  an  exportable  surplus  of  2,500,000  boxes  or  over 
1,600,000  greater  thin  last  year.     A.  b-omper  crop  is  expected  from  Vic- 
toria indicating  that  around  800,000  boxes  of  apples  ,7ill  be  exported 
as  compared  //ith  negligible  exports  last  ye.ir.     The  crop  in  South 
Australia  is  better  than  in  oitlier  of  the  p  xst  tv;o  seasons  and  about 
450,000  boxes  should  be  available  for  export.     The  exports  from  Ke.7 
South  V/alos    ;re  expected  to  reach  about  70,000  boxes.    The  only  decrease 
recorded  is  in  West  Australia  ./here  a  he'.^/y  crop  -vas  raiser)  last  year. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  exports  ./ill  be  about  150,000  boxes  or  a  de- 
crease from  last  year  of  about  450,000  boxes. 

In  recent  years  shipments  to  the  Continent  from  Australia  ''ni 
ITe'v  Zealand  hnve  incroas3d  cons  i^orrbly .     In  1928  the  United  Kingdom 
too'rc  about  SO  per  cent  of  those  apples  -.s  compared  to  65  per  ceht  last 
year.    This  is  accounted  for  to  a  considerable  degree  by  the  large  crop 
last  year  in  V/est  Australia  vhich  State  usually  S3nds  the  greater  part 
of  it's  exports  to  the  Continent.    I>ue  to  tho  small  crop  this  year  in  thi 
State  and  tho  large  crops  in  the  romainder  of  tho  St:ites,  tho  proportion 
going  to  the  United  Kingdom  should  bo  larger  thrm  in  1929  but  may  not 
exceed  1928  as  considerable  quantities  arc  .<no.vn  to  be  goin;-:  to  tho 
Continent.    Tho  expjort  so -.son  is  expected  to  start  the  l.ist  of  February 
consisting  of  40,0.0  boxes  divided  into  four  shipments.    These  .vill  con- 
sist mjiinly.  of  fruit  raised  in  Victoria. 
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Shipnents  of  pears  from  Australia  and  lJe.7  Zealand,  according  to 
the  Empire  Mar^ceting  Board,  .vill  li.cely  exceed  the  totals  of  1926  and 
1929,  c'.ving  primarily  to  anticipations  of  a  heavy  export  movement  of 
about  150,000  boxes  from  Victoria.     Shipments  from  Tasmania,  '.Vestorn 
Aastralia  and  ITe'v  Zealand  arc  expected  to  reach  at  least  a  similar  volume. 
The  total  pear  exports  should  roach  300,000  boxes,  as  compared  vith 
160,000  last  year  and  230,000  in  -1928.  -The-  bul'c  of  the  pears  expirrted 
in  past  seasons  have  gone  to  the  United  I-Tingdom.
